Autopsy Shows Slayer’s 
Stomach Was Not in 
Normal Condition. 


UNCONSCIOUS AT TIME 
CURRENTS ENDED LIFE 


Eagles Dies With Song on 
Lips, Moreno Bravely, Pay- 
ing in Busch’s Murder. 


By WILLIAM E. RING. 

Two hours and a half after John 
Cline Proctor, 19 years old, Nicholas Lee 
Eagles, 32, and Samuel Moreno, 20 
went to their deaths in the electric 
chair at the District Jail yesterday, 
two notes, hinting at an attempted 
suicide, were found in Proctor’s cell. 

With the discovery of the notes 
District officials immediately launched 
an investigation to determine whether 
the youngest of the three murderers 
was successful in obtaining and swal- 
lowing poison. An autopsy was 
ordered. 

The autopsy, performed last night, 
resulted in strengthening the possibility 
that the youth may have swallowed 
poison in an attempt to cheat the elec- 
tric chair. 

The stomach was found’ to be in an 
abnormal condition. A sample of the 
stomach’s contents was taken and will 
be turned over to the District chemist 
today for a thorough examination. 

Deputy Coroner Joseph D. Rogers per- 
formed the autopsy. Coroner J. Ram- 
say Nevitt accompanied him to the 
funeral parlors of Adolph J. Shippert 
at 2008 I street northwest, where the 
body was taken after the execution. 

Proctor was unconscious whén he was 
electrocuted. Dr. Rogers reported that 
the youth died as the result of the 
execution, and thereby eliminated a 
possibility that he may have been dead 
when the current whipped through his 
body.

They were in- 
vited to return at that hour and many 
did.

The Bureau of Efficiency in a report 
to the Commissioners, submitted yes- 
terday, criticized the building inspec- 
tors’ office and the building regula- 
tions in connection with two recent 
collapses of buildings in process of be- 
ing razed, in which accidents two men 
were killed and two others injured. 

Referring to the collapse while the 
Franklin Hotel was being taken down 
at Fourteenth and K streets northwest 
April 3, the bureau’s report said: 

“Inspection reports on file with the 
permit show that no inspector had vié- 
ited the Job for a week prior to the 
accident. This indicates that the in- 
spector did not maintain that contact 
with the job which would seem neces- 
sary to proper supervision.” 

In discussing the collapse at Sixth 
and C streets northwest May 4, the re- 
port said: 

“The records indicate that no in- 
spector visited this job until after 
the. permit was granted. Inspector Par- 
sons made an inspection on May 7 
shortly after the roof collapsed, and 
reported that the accident was caused 
by the sawing in two of one of the 
main timbers of the rear truss.”

Left Turn Standardized 
at All Intersections 
Under Control. 


PEDESTRIANS GAIN 
RIGHT AT CROSSINGS 


Three Feet Ruled Necessary 
Between Parked Autos; 
Changes Fundamental.

There is a considerable difference be- 
tween the traffic regulafions that pre- 
vail in Washington today and those in 
effect at midnight tonight, and unless 
the individual driver knows precisely 
what the difference is he is likely to 
run afoul of the law tomorrow or be- 
fore reaching his place of business 
Monday morning. Particularly is this 
likely to be the destiny of that type 
of driver who has been prone to take 
“all the law allows” in the matter of 
being discourteous and careless. He 
now wili find the law alowing consider- 
aby less than in the past. 

The specific differences between to- 
day’s regulations and tomorrow's which 
the traffic officials and police authori- 
ties emphatically commend for intense 
study relate to: 

1, Standardization of left turns at 
intersections controlled by a traffic 
officer or automatic signal light, 

2. Elimination of private vehicle 
parking at car stops or in bus stop 
zones. 

3. Granting of right of way to pedes- 
trians over right-turning motor traffic 
at controlled intersections. 

4. Requiring 3 feet, front and rear, 
between vehicles parked parallel to the 
curb. 

5. Clarification of the right-of-way 
rule as applied to boulevard and ar- 
terial highways. 

6. Forbidding the parking of cars in a 


public thoroughfare for the making of 


repairs.

Obviously these changes are funda- 
mental, They affect every motor vehicle 
operator, and their smooth operation 
from the start is dependent upon each 
driver knowing their meaning. 

Left turns have beén made uniform 
for all intersections which are con- 
trolled either by the electric ~ signal 
lights or policemen. When traffic of- 
ficers are on duty the method of mak- 
ing the turn is the same as that in use 
where the lights are installed. The pro- 
vision in the amended code covering 
this change follows: 

“To make a left-hand turn where

GOOD SEES HOOVER TODAY 


Despite reports from the summer 
White House at Brule River that Pres- 
ident Coolidge would prefer that he 
remain in Washington, Secretary of 
the Interior Hubert Work, new chair- 
man of the Republican nationa] com- 
mittee, who will direct the Hoover- 
Curtis presidential campaign, declared 
yesterday that he will abide by his 
original plans and tender his resigna- 
tion from the Cabinet to the President 
personally next week at Cedar Island 
Lodge, Brule, Wis. 

Faced with press reports to the effect 
that it is felt at the summer White 
House that his visit at this time might 
create the impression that the Prest- 
dent is assuming a “behind-stage” 
leadership, Dr. Work showed some im- 
patience and branded the report as in- 
accurate. 

“I talked with President Coolidge 
over the telephone yesterday morning,” 
Work stated, “and he then told me 
that he would be delighted to have me 
visit him.” 

The question as to whether Secre- 
tary Hoover will stop off to see the 
President on the way to his home at 
Palo Alto, Calif., whépe#he will receive 
formal notification of his nomination, 
is still in abeyance, but it was defi- 
nitely decided yesterday that the Re- 
publican presidential nominee will leave 
Washington between en July 2 and July 5.

A. B. Wheeler, 26, boilermaker,, who 
made a statement to the pglice ad- 
mitting he participated in the lynch- 
ing and naming the others, was not in- 
dicted 

Wheeler in his statement said the 
negro was not killed when He was first 
dropped from a bridge with a rope 
about his neck. Powell was put back 
on the bridge, the rope shortened, and 
he was thrown off a second time, the 
fall dislocating his neck.

Houston, Tex., June 22.—Senator 
James A. Reed, of Missouri, arrived in 
Houston tonight to lead the fight to 
prevent the nomination of Al Smith, 
with the hope of getting himself nomi- 
nated in the end. 

Refusing to talk tonight for publi- 
cation, Reed went into conference with 
his chief lieutenants, E. J. Villmoare 
and F, J. Prince, who submitted their 
survey of the delegate strength upon 
which they believe they can rely to 
thwart Smith of the nomination. 

It transpired that the Reed leaders 
credit Sméth with not more than 650 
delegates, which would be 84 short “f 
the two-thirds majority necessary to 
nominate. They calculate that there 
are 450 delegates who will stand to the 
last ditch against the nomination of 
the New York Governor. About half of 
these are uninstructed delegates, chiefly 
from the politically dry and anti-Cath- 
olic South to which Smith, a wet and 
a Catholic, is a special abomination. 

Want Speech by Reed. 

One of the plans of battle under 
consideration in the Reed camp is that 
the senator shall appear in the con- 
vention and*in one of those eloquent 
speeches for which he is famous, make 
an appeal for the framing of a platform 
and nomination of a ticket that will 
insure Democratic success in the elec- 
tion. His admirers are confident that 
he would be able to deliver himself of 
a “cross of gold and crown of thorns” 
speech that would stampede the cone 
vention into nominating him, as that 
famous utterance precipitated the nom- 
ination of Bryan in 1896. 

Reed is not a delegate to the con- 
vention, as Bryan was, and would be 
able to gain the floor only on the 
proxy of a qualified member of the 
body, but his managers say that is a 
detail easily arranged,

The nomination by the Republicans 


of Secretary Hoover, upon the depreca- 
tion and lampooning of whom Reed 
has specialized for the past ten years, 
makes the Missouri senator, in the 
opinion of his supporters, the most log- 
ical and the most formidable candi- 
date the Democrats could possibly pit 
against the Republican nominee. 
Must Have Dry Support. 


The only weakness in the strategy of 
the Reed camp, as it is viewed even by 
anti-Smith leaders, is that it is founds 
ed on two assumptions, both of them 
violent. One is that the supporters of 
the favorite sons and all of the politi- 
cally dry Catholic opponents from the 
solid South will stand like a stone wall 
for many ballots against the nomina- 
tion of Smith. The other is that the 
drys will support Reed, who is known 
to be as wet as Smith, despite his soft 
pedaling of the issue ever since he bee 
came a candidate. 

The fact is that there are not more 
than 200 out of the 1,100 delegates who 
can be rated as last ditch anti-Smith 
men. The delegations of such favorite 
sons as Representative Cordell Hull, of 
Tennessee; Senator Harrison, Missise 
sippi; former Senator Hitchcock, of Nee 
braska, and Evans Woollen, of Indiana, 
all of whom are credited with aspira- 
tions to the nomination for Vice Presi- 
dent, ere honeycombed with men 
known to be favorable to Smith, who 
will flock to his banner at the moment 
deemed most propitious to acquire 
merit for their respective favorite sons 
with the New York Governor, whose 
wishes with respect to the vice presie 
dential nomination will be consulted, 
It would not be surprisitig if the band 
wagon movement to Smith on the first 
or second ballot is started by the 
scramble of adherents of vice presiden- 
tial candidates. 

A majority of the Kansas delegation, 
which is instructed for Représentative 
Ayres, is known to be favorable to 
Smith. The Arkansas delegation is 
largely pro-Smith, a circumstance that 
takes on additional significance in view 
of ‘the booming of Senator Robinson 
for running mate for the New York 
Governor.

' Salary shortages, apparent in the re- 
‘eent appropriations for the Women’s 
‘Bureau of the Police Department, have 
forced Lieut, Mina Van Winkle, director 
of the bureau, to assume the post of 
resident superintendent in addition to 


her regular. duties, she. announced yes- 
terday. 


On July 1, the date when the Board 
of Public Welfare will take over the 


management of the House of Detention, 
assuming responsibility for boys and 
girls less than 17 years old, Mrs. Van 
Winkle will establish permanent living 
‘quarters at the Women’s Bureay. Her 
apartment in an uptown building will 
be sublet and the woman police officer 
Will take over the duties of Miss Gladys 
Wilbur, retiring resident superintendent 

A‘reduction in the appropriations for 
fhe coming fiscal year is the reason for 
her decision to accept the double re- 
sponsibility, Mrs, Van Winkle said. The 
appropriation bill carried but 810,000 
for the payment of salaries, whereas 
$14,820 was needed last year, Mrs. Van 
Winkle explained. 


Two Matrons to Do Work. 


Under her new plan the work of ‘the 
Women’s Bureau will be carried on by 
two matrons, a woman attendant and 
herself, dispensing with the services of 
four matrons and a number of attend- 
ants. Matrons will be on duty 24 hours 
@ day, according to present plans. 

The Board of Public Welfare, assum- 
ing charge of the House of Detention, 
Plens the use of the Stanton Park Hos- 
pital as its quarters. Children under 
arrest first will be taken to the 
Women’s Bureau while their offenses 
are investigatea it was said. 

Work of the Women’s Bureau, for 
Which a new building is being planned 
at Eighth and C streets southwest, will 
be confined to the detention of women 
more than 17 years old. 

Many women’s cases which are now 
Ihardied in the police precincts be- 
cause of crowded conditions at the 
House of Detention will be handled by 
the wWureau when it is freed of re- 
eponsibility of the children’s care, Mrs. 
Van Winkle announced. 


Funds Are Insufficient. 


Funds carried in the House of De- 
tention appropriation are deemed in- 
sufficient to carry on the work during 
the coming year, she _ said. “The 
bureau will have a deficit on its hands 
by next winter. We will be forced to 
ask for an emergency appropriation,” 
ehe said. 

The building proposed as the home 
of the Women’s Bureau after separa- 
tion from the detention home is a five- 
atory structure. It was designed under 
the direction of Mrs. Van Winkle and 
will contain many features of m»dern 
institutional designing. ~ 

A courtroom appears on the ground 
floor blue print. It was explained that 
this was designed in the hope that 
trials of Women’s Bureau prisoners 
might at some future date be held 
there.

various disciplinary penalties, the most 
severe being expulsion. 
“After careful investigation and 


consideration, the executive committee 
referred the charges to the national 
board of management, the governing 
body of the national society, with the 
recommendation ‘that in the opinion 
of the executive committee the charges 
were well founded and should have 
judgment passed ‘upon them by the 
national board of management. 

“Mrs. Bailie admitted authorship of 

the pamphlet, ‘Our Threatened Herit- 
age,’ on which the charges of giving 
out statements injurious to the name 
of the national society were based. 
This pamphiet, it was charged, con- 
tained statements derogatory to the 
good name of the society, belittled its 
work, falsely accused ‘ts officers of un- 
authorized acts, stated that its of- 
ficers were duped and hypnotized und 
contained propaganda contrary to the 
expressed policy of the society in re- 
gard to its patriotic work.” 
“One of the accusations made by 
Mrs. Bailie was that Mrs. William 
Sherman Walker, chairman of the D. 
A. R. committee on national defense, 
had appeared before the House com- 
mittee on naval affairs, and, in behalf 
of the D. A. R., had supported the then 
pending naval program without the 
authorization of the D. A. R. Mr. Bur- 
ton showed that the National Society 
of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, by a resolution passed at 
the last meeting of the Continental 
Congress here, indorsed the 5-5-3 ratio.

Descendant of Two Presidents. 


A striking feature of the case is that 
the Boston Chapter, to which Mrs. 
Bailie belongs, is named for one of the 
ancestors of Mrs, Bailie, Mrs. Anne 
Adams-Tufts. Mrs. Bailie is said to be 
a descendant of the Adams family of 
Massachusetts which gave President 
John Adams and President John Quincy 
Adams to the United States. 

It was learned that one of the four- 
teen women who indorsed the protest 
of Mrs. Bailie in her pamphlet, “Our 
Threatened Heritage,” was a Washing- 
ton member of the D. A. R., Mrs. Jennie 
M. C. Patten, of the Ontario Apart- 
ment House and a member of the Thir- 
teen Colonies Chapter of this city. Mrs. 
Patten has been a member of the D. A 
R. for 31 years, since she joined in 1897. 

It could not be ascertained last nignt 
whether or not disciplinary action will 
be taken against the fourteen members 
of the D. A. R. in various parts of the 
country who permitted their names to 
appear on Mrs. Bailie’s pamphlet as in- 
dorsers of her protest. Such action, if 
taken, would have to be started by 
members of the D. A. R. filing charges 
against these women before the na- 
tional board of management. 


Expected Verdict, Says 
Mrs. Bailie; to Fight On 


Cambridge, Mass., June 22 (A.P.).— 
Mrs. Helen Tufts Bailie, when informed 
tonight of the decision of the National 
Board of Managers of the D. A. R. to 
expel her from that organization, said 
that she expected such action and that 
it would only make her fight more 


vigorously. 
“The trial,” she said, “is by no 
means the last word. I stand on my 


constitutional rights as a Daughter of 
the American Revolution, and I shall 
carry the matter before the national 
congress at the annual meeting next 
year.” 

“In the meantime I shall continue 
to educate the 165,000 members as to 
the real facts in the case.”

During the past three weeks the 
moving pictures to be shown July 2 
have been broadcast a number of times 
between the laboratory and the home 
of Prof. C. Francis Jenkins, 5502 Six- 
teenth street northwest, where they 
were witnessed by private audiences. 
The reception was stated to have been 
entirely satisfactory.

Montgomery County Begins 
Work to Join Valley Line 
With District. 


WILL POLLUTION 


END 


After several years of discussions and 
delays the Washington Suburban Sani- 
tary Commission has definitely engaged 
in the preliminary work in connection 
with the proposed construction of a 
main intercepting sewer that will serve 
the North Chevy Chase and North 
Bethesda sections, as well as the North 
Woodside, Linden and Kensington 
areas, by making a survey of the route 
of the proposed sewer in Rock Creek 
Valley, in Montgomery County. This 
proposed new sewer will connect with 
the District of Columbia intercepting 
sewer, which begins at the District 
line in Rock Creek Valley. 

The pollution of Rock Creek north 
of the District line by sewage outlets 
from various communities has been 
@ source of controversy for several 
years between officials of the Sanitary 
Commission and property owners in 
the vincinity of the stream, and has 
been the subject of discussion by many 
civic organizations in territory in- 
volved. 
‘ Chief Engineer Robert B. Morse, of 
the Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission, said yesterday that the 
commission is pushing the work on 
the Montgomery County. Rock Creek 
Valley intercepting sewer to relieve the 
most serious of these undesirable con- 
ditions, especially that section of the 
valley south of the B. & O. trestle, be- 
fore thé opening early in the fall of 
the east and west highway between 
Bethesda and Silver Spring. He said he 
believes the contract for the Rock 
Creek Valley Maryland sewer, as far 
north as the stream draining Chevy 
Chase Lake, and the branch trunk 
from the lake, will also be awarded 
some time this summer. Should this 
also be done, he said, a grave source 
of pollution south of Kensington will 
be ended. 

The commission, Morse said, is push- 
ing plans for the construction of an 
intercepting sewer along Willet Brook, 
which runs from Bethesda to Little 
Falls Branch. An interceptor has al- 
ready been built in Little Falls Branch 
Valley to a point southwest of its con¢ 
fluence with Willet Brook. The Sligo 
Valley intercepting sewer is already 
under construction from Seven Oaks to 
East Silver Springs, to which point it 
previously had been extended north- 
ward from Takoma Park. 

Morse said the Washington Suburban 
Sanitary Commission had been called 
upon to build during the first five 
months of 1928 approximately three 
times as great a length of water and 
sewer lines as the commission built 
within the same period of time in 1927.

HULL OPPOSES STEP 
TO WEAKEN PROWIBITION 


Subject Closed'to Discussion, 
He Says, Giving Plank to 
Unify the Party. 


URGES ECONOMIC POLICY 


Houston, Tex., June 22 (A.P.)—De- 
cided opposition to any modification 
or weakening of .the present Federal 
prohibition measures was voiced here 
tonight by Cordell Hull, of Tennessee, 
who has the indorsement of the 
democracy of his State for the Presi- 
dential nomination. 

“Whether this effort takes the form 
of an attempt to commit our party to 
modification,” he said, “or whether it 
takes the form of a demand for con- 
gressional action, I am against it.” | 

While Representative Hull’s state- 
ment made no reference to the declara- 
tion last night of Gov. Smith that he 
still adhered to his view that the pro- 
hibition provisions be amended, ) some 
of his friends hailed it as an answer 
to the New York executive. 

Pointing out that from the first he 
had voted for all prohibition laws in 
Congress and against all measures to 
modify them, Hull said it was his view 
that prohibition is essentially a non- 
political question. 

“The necessity for the preservation 
of the Constitution and the mainten- 
ance of the integrity of the law is 
one which is not open to political dis- 
cussion,” he added. “It is an in- 
‘dispensable element of honest citizen- 
ship.” 

Hull said he long had urged Demo- 
crats over the country to unify them- 
selves upon such issues as these: 

“Crime must be suppressed. 

“We must rebuke and exorcise corrup- 
tion in politics and in government, 

“Justice must be rendered to agri- 
culture. 

“The collapse of our foreign policies 
must be corrected. 

“Administrative reform is a decided 
necessity. 

“The lack of basic policies on the part 
of the administration must be made 
clear to the people. 

“An economic rather than a political 
tariff and trade policy must be inau- 
gurated in order to transform an era 
of shiftless prosperity into one of real, 
persuasive, national well being. 

“The bold attempt ‘of the Republican 
administration and of other agencies 
to conduct popular government under 
the sordid doctrine of materialism must 
be challenged, 

“The needless growth of Federal bu- 
reaucracy must be checked. 

“There must be a restoration of the 
rule of the people. 

“This is the sort of program which 
will entitle the Democratic party to na- 
tional confidence and will insure its 
success.” 


Smith Will Have Direct 
Phone Line to Houston 


Albany, N. Y., June 22 (A.P.).—With 
the scenes all set at Houston for the 
presentation of a political drama which 
may affect the rest of his public career, 
Gov. Smith returned here tonight from 
New York prepared to plunge immedi- 
ately into consideration of State busi- 
ness which has piled up during his ab- 
sence. 

Asked by newspaper men to explain 
his attitude on the prohibition ques- 
tion, the governor said he considered 
his answer in New York yesterday to a 
question on the same subject “covered 
all that.” He referred to his statement 
that he had not changed his belief that 
there should be amendment of the 
present prohibition provisions. 

With the governor’s arrival here, it 
became known that he has received 
many messa_°s of congratulation on his 
prohibition statement.

“A Lincoln From New York.” 


“We are going to nominate a Lincoln 
who has come up from the sidewalks 
of New York, and he 1s going to sweep 
the country in November,” was the 
oracular pronouncement of the Tam- 
many leader. 

With that, however, Mr. Olvany sub- 
sided and sought sanctuary at the coun- 
try house of a friend.

Plank to Cause Main Contest. 


Now that excitement has evaporated | 


from the contest over the presidential 
nomination by virtue of the general 
belief that Smith’s choice is a cer- 
tainty, attention is veering to the 
platform plank on prohibition. It is 
not unlikely that the framing of this 
plank will furnish the most exciting 
development of the convention.

SEES PUSSY-FOOTING 
ENDED BY GOV. SMITH 


Woollen, Robinson and Stev- 
enson Named as Timber 
for Second Place. 


Philadelphia, June 22 (A.P.).—If the 
Democratic party, with Goy. Smith at 
its head, goes before the country this 
fall “on a temperance platform instead 
of uttering, mealy-mouthed, ‘We favor 
the enforcement of all laws’ phrases, 
the country will respond,” said United 
States Senator Edwards, of New Jersey, 
here today. 


“Let the farmer support a sane modi-

There will be no 
necessity for adopting McNary-Haugen- 
ism.” 

Senator Edwards, who !s on his way 
to the Democratic national convention, 
in a statement said his thought was 
that a Western man should be picked 
as Gov. Smith’s running mate. In this 
connection he gaid that “Evans Wool- 
len, of Indiana; Senator Joe Robinson, 
of Arkansas, and Stevenson, of Illinois, 
are all good men.” 

“The New Jersey delegation, of whicn 
I am one of the delegates at large,” said 
the senator’s statement, “will enter the 
Houston convention next Tuesday de- 
termined that Gov. Smith, the out- 
standing leader of Democracy today, 
shall be nominated on the earliest pos- 
sible ballot. 


Means No Side-Stepping.

Privacy; Will See Work on 
Official Matters. 


FIRST VISIT TO OFFICES 
AT SUPERIOR IS DELAYED 


Executive Hopes for Ten Full 
Days in Open Air Before 
Going to Desk. 


Superior, Wis., June 22 (A.P.).—Satis- 
fied to let all but the most pressing of 
his duties lie until Monday, President 
Coolidge decided today to wind up the 
remainder of this week in the solitude 
of the Wisconsin woods, thus getting 
ten full days of invigorating open air 
life before paying his first call at his 
executive offices. 

Some routine matters, however, re- 
quired Mr. Coolidge’s approval and sig- 
nature and these were taken out to him 
today to Cedar Island Lodge. These 
questions quickly dispatched, and wear- 
ing his 10-gallon hat and cowboy high- 
heeled boots, he chose to take it easy 
reading the papers and strolling about 


in the immediate vicinity of the 
lodge. 
No word had reached Mr. Coolidge 


today from Washington that Secretary 
Work intended to come to Superior in 
the near future either before or after 
resigning from the Cabinet. In fact, 
officially, Mr. Coolidge had not been 
informed of Mr. Work’s intention to 
resign, having learned this only through 
press reports. The announcement, how- 
ever, caused no surprise at the summer 
White House. 


To Talk of Official Matters. 


While it was emphasized that Mr. 
Coolidge had apparently every inten- 
tion of spending a quiet summer, re- 
celving few visitors and perhaps refus- 
ing all invitations for trips and 
speeches, it was also said that a visit 
from Mr. Work would be welcome. In 
any case the Chief Executive would be 
glad to go over departmental matters 
with the retiring Interior Secretary in 
view of the vacancy in the Cabinet 
which would have to be filled. 

It was added that probably it would 
devolve upon Mr. Work to prepare the 
preliminary estimates for his depart- 
ment’s appropriations for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1929. These have to 
be filed with the Bureau of the Budget 
by August 1, and Mr. Coolidge was 
thought to be glad to have the oppor- 
tunity to discuss them with Mr. Work. 

Little indication was available here 
regarding Mr. Coolidge’s views on the 
political aspects of Mr. Work’s projected 
visit. The Chief Executive has led for 
the last week so secluded a life at Cedar 
Island Lodge that no opportunity has 
been afforded to even his closest aides 
here to discuss the matter with him 

No information is therefore at hand 
toa show what part Mr. Coolidge would 
be willing to take in the forthcoming 
campaign nor whether he would be 
ready to advise in the practical details 
of its management. The impression is 
well grounded, however, that Mr. Cool- 
ldge is enjoying hugely his present 
privacy and the absence of political 
turmoil about him.

To the New Hampshire senator's opti- 
mistic predictions were added that of 
Clarence C. Hamlin, national commit- 
teeman from Colorado, who, after a 
conference with Hoover, declared that 
the Secretary of Commerce. would 
carry Colorado by 70,000 votes.

Members From Violat- 
ing Contracts. 


PLAINTIFF CHARGES PLOT 
TO DEMORALIZE PRICES 


Farmers and Others Mulcted 


of Hundreds of Millions, 
He Asserts. 


» New York, June 22 (A.P.).—Charging 
that the New York cotton market has 
been demoralized through unethical 
practices, Louis N. Osmond, New York 


cotton trader, obtained a temporary in- 
junction in the State Supreme Court 
today restraining the New York Cotton 
Exchange and its members from deliv- 
ering low-grade cotton in violation of 
the exchange’s contract. ~ 

The injunction was obtained from 
Justice Lydon as part of Osmond’s $500,- 
000 damage suit against the exchange 
and the cotton houses of Anderson, 
Clayton & Co. and George H. McFad- 
den & Bros. 

Osmond states in his complaint that 
‘the two houses concentrated in New 
York a large quantity of low-grade cot- 
ton, below the legal %-inch standard, 
and delivered it and redelivered it back 
and forth between themselves and their 
agents for the purpose of demoralizing 
contract holders and breaking down 
the price structure of the market. 


Known to Exchange, He Says. 


Through these practices, which, he 
states, were carried on with the full 
knowledge of the exchangp and its man- 
agers, Osmond claims to have suffered 
damages for which he is suing and de- 
clares that farmers, traders, merchants 
and mills have been mulcted of hun- 
dreds of millions and the Port of New 
York has been discredited as a cotton 
market. 

Osmond charges that last September, 
when the Department of Agriculture 
estimated the cotton crop at 5,000,000 
bales less than the year before, which 
sent the price above 25 cents, the two 
defendant cotton houses caused 200,000 
bales of cotton, most of which was de- 
fective, to be dumped on the market for 
delivery on the cotton exchange con- 
tracts. This, he continues, caused the 
market to drop violently below 17 cents 

pound, which was the intrinsic 
value of this low-grade cotton delivered. 


Inspected by Experts. 


In a formal statement answering that 
part of Osmond’s charges which ques- 
tions the character of the certificated 
stock of cotton on hand in the Port 
of New York, the New York Cotton Ex- 
change said that a group of expert 
classers drawn from various parts of 
the South inspected samples of 172,000 
bales several months ago after a com- 
plaint was lodged with the Senate com- 
mittee on agriculture and forestry 
against the New York certificated stock. 

“As a result of this inspection,” the 
statement said, “only some 6,500 bales 
were thought to be in question, but as 
the inspection was made on old sam- 
ples, it was decided, in fairness to the 
Department of Agriculture, to take 
fresh samples of this cotton before de- 
ciding whether any of it was nontender- 
able. 


All Held Eligible for Tender. 


“The certificated stock today is 79,- 
424 bales, all of which is eligibe for 
tender on the July contracts on June 
26, the first notice day for July deliv- 
ery. 

“It must be understood that the New 
York Cotton Exchange has nothing to 
do with the classing of certificated cot- 
ton, as this function lies entirely with 
the Department of Agriculture, repre- 
sentatives of which are permanently 
located in New York. 

“As these officials are experts in their 
line, and as the present stock has been 
gone through with more than usual 
care, there is not the slightest reason 
to believe that it does not come up to 
the Government standard and require- 
ments and is therefore eligible for 
tender.”

AELLOGG PAGT FAVORED 
BY THE LITTLE ENTENTE 


Will Accept Treaty Under the 
League Covenant, Says 
One of Conference. 


SOVIET RECOGNITION UP 


Bucharest, Roumania, June 22 (A.P.). 
There is a distinct possibility that the 


nations of the little entente—Rou- 
mania, Czechoslovakia and Jugoslo- 
via—will join in the Kellogg treaty 
to outlaw war. 

At the conclusion of last night’s ses- 
sion of the little entente conferences, 
Nicholas Titulescu, foreign minister of 
Roumania, told the Associated Press 
correspondent that the three countries 
would accept the Kellogg plan accord- 
ing to the stipulation of article 21 of 
the League of Nations covenant. 

(Article 21 of the League of Nations 
covenant reads: “Nothing in this cove- 
nant shall be deemed to affect the va- 
lidity of international engagements, 
such as treaties of arbitration or 
regional understandings like the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, for securing the mainte- 
nance of peace.”’) 

M. Titulescu said: ‘We have devoted 
an entire afternoon to the discussion 
of your Secretary of State’s plan for 
outlawing war, but of course the actual 
discussion can not be divulged. I can 
only say that my colleagues and my- 
self heartily favor it as the most prac- 
ticable plan since the creation of the 
League of Nations.” 

Dr. Eduard Benes, foreign minister 
of Czechoslovakia, made an earnest 
plea at the night session for the de 
jure recognition of Soviet Russia. M. 
Titulescu opposed the suggestion, while 
Dr. Vojislav Marinkovitch, foreign min- 
ister of Jugoslavia, was lukewarm. 

In order to preserve harmony and 
unanimity, the conference out of 
deference to Dr. Benes agreed to raise 
the question again at its next meeting. 

The conferees adopted a resolution 
saying that the little entente was con- 
scious of its great mission to preserve 
and consolidate peace and the inter- 
national status quo, notwithstanding 
efforts to prevent it, and it is de- 
termined to continue unshakably with 
calm and dignity the common policy 
it has pursued in the past decade and 
to oppose any attempt to alter the 
territorial provisions of the treaty of 
Trianon. The resolution was adopted 
at a session devoted entirely to Hun- 
gary’s attempts to revise the Trianon 
treaty.

news broke, The body had been em- 
balmed and placed in a hearse when 
authorities appeared. A few moments 
more and the body would have been en 
route to the Virginia side of the High- 
way Bridge, where relatives were await- 
ing. There it was planned to take the 
body to Joplin, Va., for burial. 

Proctor was the last of the three to 
go to his death for the murder of 
Policeman Leo W. K. Busch. Twelve 
hours before hi; 
lapsed into a coma in his death cell 
and never regained his senses, He was 
carried to the death house on a 
stretcher by four guards. 

As he was being lashed to the death 
chair Proctor showed, for the first time 
in those twelve hours, the only sign 
of life. His knees quivered while the 
guards were adjusting ‘he straps and 
electrodes. 


Eagles First to Die. 


“Singing Nick” Eagles was the first 
to die. He died almost with a smile 
on his lips. Chanting in a firm bary- 
tone voice the ancient lament of the 
Jews, “Eli, Ell,” the diminutive murder- 
er walked to the death chamber. As 
he descended the steps and faced the 
electric chair he began to read from a 
Bible he carried the Twenty-third Psalm 


of David, “The Lord is my shepherd, I 
shall not want.” His last words were 
murmured through the thick mask 
which covered his face as he sat in 
the chair: 

“Good-by.” 

Sam Moreno died next. Walking erect, 
his head up and shoulders back in the 
posture of a soldier, he strode on the 
last march. He smoked a cigaret and 
carried a crucifix. As he was being 
strapped in the death chair he filcked 
away the cigaret, kissed the crucifix 
and recited the Act of Contrition, a 
prayer of the Roman Catholic Churth. 
His last words were: 

“My Jesus, mercy.” 

And so in 29 minutes—the time 
which the triple execution consumed— 
the government avenged the death of 
Patrolman Léo W. K. Busch. The pa- 
trolman was fatally shot in a gun bat- 
tle with the three men at dawn on 
September 26, 1926. He died two days 
later in Garfield Hospital. 

It was about 12:30 o’clock when the 
jail guards, cleaning the cells in mur- 
derers’ row, found the two notes in 
Proctor’s cell. They were secreted be- 
tween the cell “bunk” and the wall. 


More Notes Found, 


The notes were turned over to Maj. 
William L, Peak, superintendent of the 
jail. With Capt. M. M. Barnard, super- 


intendent of all District penal Iinsti- 
tutions, Maj. Peak brought the notes 
to the District Commissioners. 

Onc note was addressed to Maj. Peak. 
}t was dated June 2], 1928, and read. 

“Major Peak, 

“Deur Sir: Please don’t think your 
guards had a hand in this as they are 
all innocent and I got this at court, 
ec don’t think it wa; them. Dr. Hoff- 
man can verify this 

“Respt., 

“JOHN C. PROCTOR. 

“P, S. Please give all my things tu 
Fathe.

Eagles Wears Red Rose. 


It was on the stroke of 10 o’clock 
when Eagles left his cell in murderers’’ 
row on the last march. He was at- 
tired in gray trousers, a white shirt 
opened at the neck, socks and brown 
leather slippers. About his neck .he 
wore a small blueish stone, fastened 
to a string, which he termed a Jewish 
“holy piece.” In one of the button 
holes of his shirt Eagles had fastened 

a red rose, given to him. by one of the 
jail attendants. 

Two guards walked at his side and 
Rabbit William F. Rosenblum, his spirit- 
ual adviser, walker slightly to the rear 
of Eagles. The condemned man wore 
bone-rimmed spectacles and carried a 


| Bible. 


As he entered the rotunda of the jail 
he began to sing the Jewish lament, 
“Eli, Eli.” 

His voice held not a quiver. Loud 
and clear, he sang in a rich barytone 
and his song echoed throughout the 
prison: 

“Eloi, Elo!, lama sabachthani?” (My 
oo My God, why hast thou forsaken 


He walked with a firm step and did 
not evidence the slightest sign of 
breaking under the strain. 

Descending the dozen iron steps of 
the death house, he stopped singing 
and began to read from the Bible he 
held. In a loud voice he read the 
twenty-third psalm of David: 

“The Lord is my Shepherd: 1 shall 
not want. He maketh me lie down in 
green pastures. He leadeth me beside 
still waters. He restoreth my soul. He 
guideth me in the path of righteous- 
hess for His name’s sake, Yea, though 
I walk through the valley of the shadow 
of death, I will fear no evil, for Thou 
art with me.” 


Bids Last Farewells. 


Eagles did not complete the reading 
of the entire psalm. He had only a few 
minutes more on éarth. He used these 
to say a last farewell to those in the 
death chamber. 

As he was seated in the chair and the 
thick leather straps were being ad- 
justed to his legs, he said: 

“What's the matter, Mr. Wright? Why 
don’t you talk to me?” 


He spoke to R. B. Wright, one of the 
guards, who was adjusting the death 
harness. He called each of the guards 
by name, and sald: 


“Bye-bye.” A second later he fairly 
shouted, “Bye-bye, everybody.” 

The electrodes and straps were being 
quickly adjusted. Eagles smiled and 
shouted again: 

“I’m going clear,” and, after a brief 
pause, “God is with me.’ 

To Maj. William L. Peak he shouted: 

“Bye-bye, Maj. Peak.” 

Then he spoke to “Uouls Tanenbaum, 
his attorney, who fought until the last 
few hours to save Eagles from the death 
chair in which he was seated. 

“Bye-bye, Mr. Tanenbaum.’ 

The black cap, with the eine elec- 
trode, was being adjusted quickly over 
his head. During the entire operation 
a smile was on Eagles’ lips. Then the 
thick mask was puled down over his 
face. Through the mask he shouted 
his las" words, which were: 

“Good-by.” 

The death chair attendants dropped 
back, One of the three men in the 
execution party raised his arm. He 
dropped it quickly to his side. It was 
10:05 o’clock when the first shock was 
given. 

The current could be heard singing 
throughout the chamber. Eagles’ body 
strained against the heavy straps about 
his arms and legs. The current was 
turned off at 10:08 o’clock. 

The two attendimg physicians, Dr. A. 
Magruder MacDonald, a deputy District 
coroner, and Dr. Stanley C. Howard, 
resident physician of Gallinger Hospital, 
stepped to the chair. Eagles’ breast 
was bared. The doctors applied steth- 
scopes, They debated a moment. 
Eagles was not dead. 


Second Shock Applied. 


Then the second shock was applied. 
Again Eagles’ body strained against the 
straps. The current was turned off at 
10:11 o'clock, 

Dr. MacDonald walked to the in- 
closure, where the five newspaper men, 
who acted as official witnesses, were 
seated. He said: 

“I pronounce Nick Eagles dead at 
10:13 o’clock on this 22d day of June, 
1928,” 

During his 32 years on earth, Eagles 
was a wanderer, a carpetweaver, @ 
bandit, a murderer and an actor. To 
the very end he was a good showman. 

He wore his spectacles to the chair. 
One glass was frosted to hide his left 
eye, the sight of which Eagles lost 
during his stay in the jail. His glasses 
were removed while he was being placed 
in the chair. His slippers were taken 
off and his Bible was taken from his 
hands, 

“Ain’t you going to let me hold my 
Bible?” he asked of the attendant. 

Rabbi Rosenblum said that before the 
death march was begun he urged 
Eagles to imagine he was going to the 
death chamber to undergo an anaes- 
thetic. Eagles smiled at his spiritual 
counselor and said: 

“I'li go all right. I’ll go like a man. 
But don’t you be downcast, rabbi.” 

His body was lifted from the chair 
by the guards, placed on a stretcher 
and removed to an alcove on the Bide 
of the death chamber. 


Moreno Puffs Cigarette. 


Moreno started the death march at 
10:19 o’clock, Two guards marched at 
his side and directly behind them came 
the spiritual advisers. The youth 
marched quickly across the rotunda. 

He constantly puffed on a cigarette 
as he strode with firm step, head erect 
and shoulders back in a soldierly man- 
ner. Without the slightest sign of fear, 
Moreno marched straight to the death 
chair, carrying a large gold crucifix 
in his hands. 

He addressed one of the guards by 
name and hurriedly shook his hand. 
said “Good-by,” and walked to the 
chair.

Doctor Pronounces Him Dead. 


Dr. MacDonald stepped to the front 
of the witness box and declared: 

“I pronounce Sam Moreno dead at 
10:23 o'clock.” 

And so Moreno, who possessed the 
mind of @ 9-year-old child, paid with 
his life for the murder of Patrolman 
Busch. A few seconds before the mask 
was placed over his face he spoke his 
last words: 
“My Jesus, mercy.” It took but 
three minutes to kill Moreno. 
His body was taken from the chair, 
placed on the stretcher and removed to 
the alcove. Four guards departed from 
the death chamber with the same 
stretcher a few minutes later. 
At 10:26 the youngest of the murder- 
ers began his death march, senseless. 
Proctor was carried from his cell in 
murderers’ row on the stretcher. The 
four guards bearing the stretcher 
marched first. Behind them came Proc- 
tor’s spiritual adviser, the Rev. George 
W. Dow, of the Episcopal City Mission, 
and Dr. W. Sinclair: Bowen, a physician, 
who attended Proctor in the death cell 
throughout his last few hours on. earth. 


Lifted Limp Into Chair. 


The stretcher was laid at the foot 
of the chair, and the guards lifted the 
limp body of the youth into the sent. 
His head fell forward on his chest while 
the straps and electrodes were being 
adjusted to his arms and legs. One 
guard held his head up while the black 
cab and mask were being adjusted. 
Then the guards stepped back. 

A second before the current whizzed 
through Proctor’s body, he exhibited 
the only sign of life. His knees began 
trembling. 

A few seconds after 10:30 o'clock, the 
signal was given and again the current 
sang its buzzing song of death. The 
youth’s body strained against the 
straps. The current raced through the 
body for two minutes. 

Then Proctor’s breast was bared and 
the physicians applied the stethoscope. 
For the final time, Dr. MacDonald 
walked to the witness box and declared: 

“I pronounce John Proctor dead at 
10:34 o'clock.” 

In the death chamber were the exe- 
cution party of three, the two physi- 
clans, Maj. William L. Peak, superin- 
tendent of the jail; Capt. M. M. Bar- 
nard, in charge of District penal instl- 
tutions; the jail guards, five newspaper- 
men, who were the official witnesses; 
the clergymen, Louis Tanenbaum, 
Eagles’ attorney, and Patrick F. O'Hara, 
a representative of Martin O*Donoghue 
and Clifford Grant, jr. who staged the 
unsuccessful battle for Moreno’s life. 

Tanenbaum and Rabbi Wise left the 
chamber immediately after Eagles was 
electrocuted. Father Sullivan and 
Father Nester, who entered the chamber 
with Moreno, saw Proctor killed. 


Denies Gullit to Last. 


Fifteen minutes before the execution, 
the five newspapermen were conducted 
to the death cells of the trio. To the 


representative of The Washington Post, 
Moreno said: 

“Everything's lost, huh? Those affi- 
davits didn’t do any good. Well, I still 
have hope. I am innocent; I didn’t 
shoot Busch.” 

He shook hands. 

Eagles then granted his last inter- 
view. He said: 

“Listen, kid, my dying words are | 
am innocent. Don't worry, I'll go like 
aman. I am aman. Be good, kid. 
So long.” 

Throughout the morning, Proctor lay 
limp and senséless in the bunk in his 
cell. Dr. Dow constantly applied a 
cold, wet towel to his forehead, and 
over and over again beseeched the 
youth: 

“John, speak to me. It is Father 
Dow, John. Don’t you know me?” 

With the minister was Dr. Bowen, 
who had been summoned in an at- 
tempt to bring the youth to his senses. 

Rabbi Rosenblum said that when 
Eagles left his death cell, he bade 
good-by tO Moreno, Father Sullivan, 
Father Nester, Dr. Dow, and even tried 
to say farewell to Proctor. 

Eagles’ body was turned over to the 
Danzansky undertaking establishment, 
At 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon, serv- 
ices were conducted at the funeral 
parlors, 3501 Fourteenth street north- 
west by Rabbi Rosenblum. Eagles’ 
mother, Mrs. Rebecca Carrack, and his 
brother attended the services. 

Gets Soldiers’ Tombstone. 

The body was then taken to the He- 
brew Cemetery in Anacostia. In ac- 
cordance with the orthodox Jewish 
ritual, ten persons were necossary 
to hold the service. Rabbi Rosenblum 
arranged with a group of Jewish civic 
workers to be present at the cemetery. 

The tombstone over Eagles’ grave 
will be erected by the War Depart- 
ment, for Eagles possessed a disability 
discharge from the Army. 

Instead of his name, Nicholas Lee 
Eagles, by which he was known, his 
correct name, Lee Silverblatt, will be

Federation Goes on Record 
for Abolition After Long 
Discussion. 


MERGER REPORT IS TOPIC 


The Federation of Civic Associations, 
at a meeting last night in the board 
room of the District Building, went on 
record in favor of the abolition of cap- 
ital punishment in the District of Co- 
lumbia. The motion favoring aboli- 
tion was made by John E. Bowles, ex- 
ecutive secretary, and provoked dis- 
cussion which revealed the general 
sentiment, among delegates to the fed- 
eration, that such form of punishment 
is a disgrace to the community. 

A prolonged discussion of a report by 
Dr. J. J. Porter, chairman of the com- 
mittee on public interest, affecting the 
present status of the proposition for 
merger of street car lines in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, revealed, the general 
sentiment that any merger that might 
be effected should bring about a de- 
creased car fare. 

By request of the federation, de- 
tailed reports concerning progress of 
the merger proposition were made by 
Dr. George H, Richardson and W. H. 
Lewis, members of the citizens’ legis- 
lative advisory council, which tended 
to show that the question of a proper 
fare was one which a vote of the feder- 
ation could not seriously influence. 
The matter was recommitted for a re- 
port to include the proposed Capper 
survey of valuations. 

A new association, the East Central, 
was admitted to membership in the 
federation, with boundaries from Flori- 
da avenue and North Capitol street 
east to Second street, south to Penn- 
sylvania avenue, west to Twentieth 
street, north to K street, east to North 
Capitol street, to point of beginning. 

For organization of this association, 
the Public Interest Association ceded a 
part of its territory. Delegates from 
the new association were Corinne E. 
Martin, W. H. Hayden, William D. 
Nixon, Raymond H. Murray and J. E. 
Robertson.

DR. WORK’S OPEN DOOR. 


Secretary Work carries with him into his 
new post as chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee a rare fund of optimism. 
His first announcement as the director general 
of the Hoover campaign was that he would 
continue the open door policy which character- 


ized his career in the Cabinet. During the 
seven years that he was first Postmaster 
General and then Secretary of the Interior 
Dr: Work kept the door of his office open from 
the time that he entered it in the morning 
until he closed his desk and depdrted for the 
day. The unguarded entrance was an invita- 
tion for all who had business with him to 
enter. 

It is a question as to how long Dr. Work 
will be able to stand the strain of a similar 
policy in his new office. The path beaten to 
either of his other habitations will be a mossy 
trail in comparison with the broad highway to 
the Republican national headquarters, Every 
American citizen reserves the right to take 
part in the political fortunes of his chosen 
candidate. Given the opportunity he will 
demonstrate in detail just how the campaign 
may be won and lost. He is ready to impart 
such information to any casual stranger, but if 
he knows that the door to the national chair- 
man’s office is open he will soon find his way 
there. 

Undoubtedly Dr. Work will use some of the 
stratagems that other men have employed to 
shorten the visits of their callers. He may 
empty his office of chairs and have breathless 
secretaries announcing fresh appointments 
and urgent telephone calls, but these subter- 
fuges alone will not serve. What Dr. Work 
will need is a key and a few stout bolts on the 
outer door. 


FARM ENGINEERING. 


In an address delivered before the annual 
meeting of the American Society of Agricul- 
tural Engineers, William Butterworth, presi- 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, attributed the decrease in farm 
lands, farm helpers and horses and mules on 
farms to the increased efficiency of the farmer. 
The farmer of today, he said, is able to handle 
34 acres, whereas the farmer of 75 years ago 
had his hands more than full with 12 acres. 
The manufacturer is considered progressive 
when he -applies labor-saving macHinery to 
his business, even if he creates a labor surplus 
that ultimately must be absorbed by other 
industries. The farmer applies similar proc- 
esses to his business. 

Mechanization and industralization of the 
farm is a comparatively new phrase. Yet agri- 
culture is one of the fundamental! industries In 
which introduction of modern methods nas a 
most beneficial and far-reaching effect. 

Mr. Butterworth called attention to the 
progress that has been made in agriculture in 
the past 50 years. In land reclamation, flood 
control, economic planning of farm structures, 
improvement of crop storage methods, and 
in the designing of more economic power ma- 
chinery, he said, the farm engineer is striking 
at the very root of problems the solution of 
which means a new day for this great industry. 
The progress that has been made, he added, 
is merely the beginning of what will be de- 
veloped in the next half century. 

There exists today a pressing farm prob!em. 
Politicians have been casting about for its 
solution for many months. Thus far they 
have not discovered it. Probably they never 
will, The engineer, specializing in problems 
peculiar to agriculture, will come nearer to 
discovering the solution. The fact should need 
no demonstration that at least part of the so- 
called farm problem has been precipitated by 
the changes through which agriculture is now 
passing. This is the period of metamorphosis; 
when the process has been completed, agri- 
culture will stand on a parity with industry 
in the utilization of economic methods. 

It is only within the last few years that in- 
terest has arisen in the possibility of organizing 
and administering large agricultural acreage 
upon the identical principles and theories with 
which large industrial enterprises are man- 
aged. Industralized farms, of which there are 
only a few, are still in the experimenta] stage. 
But the indications are that the experiment 
will be successful. If so, outside capital will 
be attracted to industrial agriculture, trained 
and experienced executives will be hired to 
guide its progress, and farming will establish 
itself upon a dividend-paying basis. Then 
there will be no farm problem. The trans- 
formation will be slow. It will be accom- 
panied ‘with the hardship and suffering that 
always attend large economic readjustments. 
Farm engineers, however, can be trusted to 
guide the transformation through its difficult 
period to a successful fruition. 


GERMAN AIR PLANS. 


Rumors are current that several countries 
are engaged in commercial transatlantic plane 
building programs. The most persistent of 
these concerns the Germans, It has just been 
learned in Berlin that Lufthansa, the sub- 
sidized operating corporation of the German 
air transport system, is actively engaged in ex- 
tending its control of German air traffic to 
oceanic routes, and that Capt. Herman Koehl, 


‘member of the crew of the Bremen, has been 


offered the post of director of the Lufthansa 
transoceanic air service. At the same time the 
Berliner. Tageblatt says that the Dornier works 
on Lake Constance is engaged, with the sup- 
port of the government, in constructing a giant 
hydroairplane with ten motors developing 


service, and that the Rohrhach works is bring- 
ing to completion three huge transatlantic 
hydroairplanes, the first of which will be com- 
pleted this month. 

It hardly seems: possible that Germany, with 
the limited fund of transatlantic flying expert- 
ence that thus far has been gathered, should be 
ready to inaugurate such service on a com- 
mercial basis, Yet Dr. William Koch, German 
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‘night, | intimated ‘that "the. ‘government ‘was | 


ready to aid in the inauguration of regular 
transatlantic flying, and said: “Germany is 
called upon to play a leading role in the com- 
ing transoceanic traffic.” 

There is general doubt that transatlantic 
flying is commercially feasible at the present 
time. This feeling is based upon the expeft- 
ence of expeditions that have, successfully and 
unsuccessfully, essayed the undertaking, With 
radically different planes, commercial trans- 
oceanic flying may be feasible, but it does not 
seem possible that such planes could have 
been produced at this time without more or 
less definite knowledge of the details of their 
construction having leaked out. The world, 
however, has come to realize that even the 
seemingly most improbable thing can happen. 
It may be that commercial transatlantic air 
transport will be a reality. 


LA FOLLETTEISM AT BAY. 


The Kansas City Convention marked the 
passing of Wisconsin’s solidarity as an anti- 


administration unit. The delegates from the 
Badger State were not entirely under Progres- 
sive leadership, as they had been for so long 
during the domination of the elder La Follette. 
Each time that State was called it was shown 
that fully one-third of its strength had thrown 
off the Progressive yoke. Four years ago the 
La Follette ticket polled 5,000,000 votes in 
the national) election. Today the inheritors 
of that strength are not even in undisputed 
control of a single State. 

The grip may be even further broken this 
year. The term of Robert M. La Folletta, jr., 
expires on March 4. No more severe factional 
struggle will be staged in the Nation than the 
ove that will be waged over his seat. There 
is some hope of unity among the regular Re- 
publicans of Wisconsin. They have already 
shaken off the alliance which they made tem- 
porarily with those Progressives who wished to 
dispute the power of the La Follette dynasty. 
Gov. Fred Zimmerman, former La Follette 
man, turned regular, has not been indorsed 
for reelection. Instead, the Wisconsin Re- 
publicans have named Walter J, Koehler. The 
campaign will be a straight-out fight between 
the Republicans and Progressives. 

No decision has yet been reached as to 
Senator La Follette’s opponent. A strong man 
is needed, for despite the dissension among 
the Progressives there is strength still in the 
family name and in the machiné which the 
senator’s father established. 
a campaign involving one of the La Follettes 
is likely to cement the opposition. It can no

THE CROAT-ITALIAN FEUD. 


The Croats of Jugoslavia are in.a frenzy of 
excitement over the shooting of their leader, 
Stefan Raditch, and several other members of 
parliament. Raditch hovers between life and 
death. If he should die a crisis in the rela- 
tions between Italy and Jugoslavia would prob- 
ably develop. Raditch has led the irreconcil- 
ables who oppose the Treaty of Nettuno, which, 
among other things, would permit the acqulsi- 
tion of land by Italians along the Jugos!av 
coast of the Adriatic. This treaty was nego- 
tiated for the purpose of removing dangerous 
causes of friction between the two Adriatic 
countries and but for the determined opposi- 
tion of the Croats would have been approved 
by the Jugoslav Parliament. 

The Croat-Italian feud is one of the smolder- 
ing war dangers of Europe. During the World 
War, when Italians were battling against 
Austria-Hungary and thereby contributing to 
the liberation of Croatia, the Croats, as a rule, 
were intensely hostile and Croat conscripts in 
the Austrian army eagerly fought the Italians, 
notwithstanding the fact that Serbia and Italy 
were allies. The amalgamation of Croatia 
with Serbia was duly accomplished, but the 
efforts of the king of the Serbs, Croats and 
Slovenes to maintain amicable relations with 
Italy were made extremely difficult by the 
intransigency of such fiery leaders as Raditch. 
One concession after another was made to him, 
and at one time he was actually in power, but 
could not retain it long enough to make much 
mischief in dealing with Italy. 

King Alexander and the majority of the 
Jugoslav Parliament are earnestly desirous of 
preserving peace and good neighborhood with 
Italy. The Croats along the coast of Dalmatia, 
however, have no wish to end their quarrel 
with the Italians. On the contrary, they seem 
to be bent upon provoking a clash between the 
two governments. The attack upon the life of 
Raditch has infuriated them and given them 
an excuse for outbursts that may lead to seri- 
ous consequences in case of his death. 


PAYING THE PENALTY. 


In September, 1926, three young men, 
Nicholas Lee Eagles, Samuel Moreno and John 
Cline Proctor, deliberately and in cold blood 
murdered a policeman. Yesterday, after a 
legal battle in which every device of the law 
was invoked to lessen the severity of fheir 
sentence, they were put to death in the District 
Jail. They paid the price that society exacts 


- for the crime of murder. 


During their trial, and particularly during 
their last weeks of life, public opinion was 
called upon to protest their execution ‘on the 
ground that they were young and that an 
execution of itself is a brutal and inhuman 
relic of barbarism. The fact that when the 
murder was committed these three men were 
engaged upon the commission of crime, and 
that they had armed themselves for the pur- 


pose of killing if it were necessary in the 


prosecution of their robberies, was not men- 
tioned. They did not hesitate in opening fire 
upon Policeman Busch. They had no com- 
punction in shooting down a brave and con- 
scientious peace officer whose life and service 
had been dedicated to the community, 

This execution serves as solemn warning 
that the path of crime leads to a bitter ending. 
Sympathy goes out to the families of these 
men, but sympathy also goes out to the family 
of Policeman Busch, whose life was snuffed 
out pitilessly by Eagles, Moreno and Proctor.

HADES of Walter Johnson descend- 
ed on Griffith Stadium yesterday 
as Bobby Burke, long and lean and 

left-handed, engaged in a duel with 
Charlie Ruffing, big and bkroad and 
right-handed, and pitched the Nation- 
als into the first division by the score 
of 1 to 0, which the Old Master knew 
80 well, both in victory and defeat, 
But Burke was fortunate that he was 
returned the victor, for Ruffing, in 
point of statistics, was the better. The 
Red Sox right-hander limited the Nats 
to a mere five hits while his mates 
collected seven off the young Wash- 
ington southpaw, but superb support 
in the crises swayed the victory to 
Burke. Outhit, 7 to 5, making three 
errors while the Red Sox fielded fault- 
lessly, the Nationals won in a poignant 
display of the vagaries of baseball. 
The run that was to be the only 
one of the game was scored in the 
second inning when the Nats’ attack 
struck swift and sure on the only oc- 
casion that Ruffing was in serious dan- 
ger. Even then, the Boston right- 
hander deserved a better fate, for the 
hit that he allowed Goslin bounced 
off his own glove, a cheap single. 
Reeves walked and Judge sacrificed and 
Bluege became a cohero of the ball 
game by dumping a high single beyond 
second base to score Goslin from third. 


Burke rejoined the Nationals 
early this week with a diploma 
from the Birmingham Club, to 
whom he was loaned, and the craft 
and: confidence that he apparently 
acquired while pitching the Barons 
to three victories in four starts car- 
ried him to victory yesterday.

Yale v varsity crew that traveled as 
if propeiled by an unseen motor, over- 
whelmed Harvard's toutec giants by the 
amazing margin of ten lengths in their 
sixty-ninth annual regatta today to 
gain the most crushing victory recorded 


in this classic race in recent years. 
The Eli crew of youngsters that had 


been given barely an ever chance to 
overcome a Harvard weight advantage 
of seven pounds to the man and win, 
electrified the thousands who lined the 
historic and picturesque Thames River 
course. The Blue machine overcame a 
Harvard lead gained itn the first few 
strokes, slid to the fore in the first 
half mile and crossed the finish line 
more than half a minute : .ead of the 
struggling and desperately splashing 
Harvard eight. 

To those who watched the pace of 
th first 2 miles it seemed Yale, a com- 
paratively light crew supposed to “e 
its best at a sprinting distance, never 
could stand that tearing, killing speed 
of stroke for 4 miles. 

But the sons of Eli, stroked by 
slender Woody Tapypen, never 
cracked, and the let-up that seemed 
inevitable never came. Those slim 
young speed merchants at the 
sweeps for Yale beat Harvard's 
huskies at their own game, rowing 
the heart out,of the heav_. eight 
and trimming them in endurance 
as well as sheer speed of oar work.

Perhaps never has a victory for Yale 
over Harvard or for Harvard over Yale 
been won .with more startling unex- 
pectedness. 

Before the battle the two eights, both 
undefeated, were rated on even terms 
with Harvard conceded some slight ad- 
vantage over the long distance route 
because of its extra poundage. All the 
theorles went by the board as Yale 
shoved ahead adding more than a 
length to its margin of open water at 
every mile post. 

By its spectacular victory Yale stands 
today with California, winner of the 
Poughkeepsie Regatta Tuesday, as the 
only undefeated varsity crew in the 
country and must be rated an out- 
standing contender for the right to 
represent the United States in the 
Olympic race this summer. 

The last time a Blue shell ted the 
Crimson by as big a gap of open water 
as this was in 1888, when Yale won by 
14 seconds more than a full minute. 

Yale’s victory today was its 35th 
in the 66 races In which these rivals 
have engaged, and was sweet re- 
venge for the hard-won triumph of 

a Harvard crew containing four of 

these same oarsmen in last year’s 

race. 


Harvard, defending its title as king 
of the river, was a slight favorite as 
they sicled up to the stake boats at 
Bartlett’s cove this afternoon, but the 
drama of this surprising race unfolded 
fast to leave the spectators wondering 
how they ever could have picked this 
Yale crew to finish anywhere but first. 

Crimson oars were first in the water 
and Harvard had rowed three strokes 
before Yale had taken two.

Harvard had gotten the jump, but Yale 
had only just begun to row. As Har- 
vard’s huskies rowing a slugging, pow- 
er-laden but jerky stroke behind the 
lean back of Capt. Jack Watts settled 
down from @ racing start to a steady, 
long distance stroke, Yale made its bid.

EAR VIOLA PARIS: I can’t do 
D anything with my hair, it is so 
Oily. It is a fact that within 
two days after a shampoo it is just 
as bad as before it was washed. Is 
there anything I can do? 
GRACE DE L. 

Answer—To be sure there is. But, 
first, avoid the mistake that I suspect 
that you, together with thousands of 
others troubled as you are, are asking. 
Do not wash your hair too often. You 
only aggravate the trouble. The oftener 
you wash your hair, the oftener it 
seems necessary to wash it. Am I right 
in this? 

If I am, start by adhering to a de- 
termination not to wash the hair more 
frequently than once in two weeks, no 

atter how much it seems to you to 
meed it. The washings simply stimu- 
late the oil glands in the scalp to 
overwork. 

On a schedule of once in two weeks, 
when the night before the shampoo 
arrives, brush your hair wall, part it 
into small strands and, with a medicine 
dropper or a piece of absorbent cotton, 
cover the scalp completely with olive 
oil, hot as comfort will permit. Before 
retiring, wrap a towel around the head 
to prevent the oil from staining the 
bed linen. Shampoo the hair the fol- 
lowing afternoon. If your occupation 
makes this impossible, shampoo in the 
évening, giving your hair the oil treat- 
ment three or four hours before the 
shampoo. 


You should combine with the oil 
treatments the daily use of a good 
astringent tonic. As the condition im- 
proves, you will find that the tonic 
may be applied three times, then not 
oftener than twice a week. 


Constant Reader—The marks left on 
your skin by pimples require time and 
not a little patience to heal. First, the 
skin must be cleansed very thoroughly. 
Use a good cleanser, hot water and pure 
castile soap. Rinse first in hot water, 
then cold. Procure a good healing 
cream, apply it at night and allow it 
to remain on overnight. The treatment 
should be a daily one. I gather from 
your letter than you have conquered 
the pimples. 


Hefty—I think your diet is a sen- 
sible one, though I would try, if I were 
you, to eliminate the sugar you say 
you use with coffee and tea. And why 
not strike out coffee and tea entirely, 
or at least limit yourself to one un- 
sweetened cup of each a day? 


Elsie L.—The dark cirdes under your 
eyes are an indication of sluggish circu- 
lation and elimination of waste matter 
that is not what it should be.

THE HYDROPHOBIA SITUATION. 
Ohio a veterinarian recently died 
4 from hydrophobia. According to 
the Nor‘h American Veterinarian 
this veterinarian, who conducted a dog 
hospital, had recently cared for a dog 
that did not seem to be es} ecially sick. 
This :dog barked so much that the 
neighbors objected, and the _ veterl- 
narian asked the o to come for 
his dog. , 
When the animal was released from 
his cae in the h pital he acted as 
though he were frenzied with joy. In 
trying to restrain him the vetefinarian 
received a small bite on his face. A 
little later they became suspicious of 
tre dog and finally a definite diagnosis 
of rabies was made. Here was a rabid 
dog that acted so n.urly normal that 
not even a skilled veterinarian sus- 
pected the disease. 
The vetelt.narian took the Pasteur 
vaccination, but six months later he 
developed hydrophobia and died. 


In October, 1927, Drs. T. B. Rice and 
N. Beatty presented the world preva- 
lence of hydrophobia before the Amer- 
ican Public Health Association. Prior to 
the World War, northwestern European 
countries had brought hydrophobia of 
animals arid man under satisfactory 
control. The war undid this. At its 
conclusion the disease was fairly preva- 
‘lent. It continued to increase for about 
five years. After about five years most 
of the European countries. began to 
get the disease in hand again. This is 
true Of Belgium, England, Ireland, 
France, Germany, Holland, Swéden and 
Switzerland. Austria, Italy, Spain, 
Portugal and the Balkan states and 
Russia are not yet in the clear. 


A study of the spread of the disease 
across the United States is interesting. 
This country must handle its dog prob- 
lems as European countries do, or pay 
the consequences. ‘n various European 
countries dogs are registered, licensed 
and tagged. All untagged dogs are de- 
stroyed. Importation of dogs, except 
through quarantine stations, is against 
the law. The law fs enforced. Muzzling 
of dogs is required. Dog bites are re- 
portable at the health department. 
Every dog bite brings the biting dog 
under suspicion. He is held under ob- 
servation until a diagnosis of hydro- 
phobia is made or excluded. 

In the discussion Dr. Howell told of 
the invasion cf Illinois by the present 
wave of hydrophobia. In 1923 it came 
into the south end of the State, cross- 
ing the Wabash River from Indiana, It 
spread across the State from east to 
west. Then the wave started rolling 
northward. At the end of about four 
years its crest was In the north end of 
the State, in the vicinity of Chicago.

ities but an Aceless hand. Obviously, 
even when a declaration is unques- 
tionably set and slam bidding in order, 
a slam suit-bid over a partner’s No 
Trumps would not show a void suit; 
that type of bid would be made ohly 
over partner’s game-going suit bid. A 
void sult is not an asset to a No 
Trump—it is a distinct Hability—but 
it is a great asset for partner’s suit-bid 
provided the hand has cards for ruf- 
fing. 

There is little necessity for a player 
to show another suit after his part- 
ner has made an original game-bid in 
a suit. Shortness of the partner’s suit 
is not apt to be very damaging, and 
strength on the side is apt to furnish 
the original game-bidder with all the 
assistance he needs. So it seems safe 
to say that a game-going suit-bid re- 
gardless of whether the sult be a Ma-

jor or a Minor, should set the contract 
for slam purposes and that taking out 
such a suit-bid is intended to be a 
slam-indicator and not a strength-in- 
dicator; but when the game-going bid 
is a No Trump, a take-out by partner 
generally should be a strength-indica- 
tor and not a slam-indicator. 

The parther of the No Trump bidder 
may have a hand which would produce 
much bétter results at a Major suit 
than at a No Trump.

Others are as tall as 
horses. The “pigmy antelope” stands 
only 13 inches high. It is the smallest 
animal which chews its cud. 

All antelopes are timid; but with all 
the animals they need to fear in the 
jungles it is little wonder that -they 
should be fearful. Lions and leopards 
are among their worst enemies. Lucky 
it is that the antelopes have colors 
which match well with the rocks and 
thickets amid which they stray. Fierce, 
large beasts are likely to miss seeing 


them. If it feels these danger to be 
too great, the antelope will bound 
away. Its fleetness reminds us of the 


swift footed deer, and it always has a 
tind chance of escaping. 

Some antelopes spend their time in 
rocky places. These are sure-footed, 
hardly less so than the mountain goat. 
Others love the forest and seldom leave 
shady places. Still others, the reed- 
bucks of southern Africa, are usually 
found in marshy regions. They wade 
around, browsing on the water plants. 
The reedbucks are excellent swimmers. 

Some kinds of antelopes are found 
in Europe and Asia, but their main 
home is Africa. No true antelope is 
found in America, though a related 
animal, the pronghorn, lives in some 
sections of Western States.

Parking at Car Stops. 


Parking at bus or car stops ig made 
a sudiect of penalty to remove a prac- 
tice uhich long has visited hardship 
upon prospective street car passengers 
In tae case of buses parking of pri- 
vate cars is forbidden in the zones 
set avart for them at intersections. 
Parking at car stops is prohibited 
within 20 feet of the approach slie 
of the sign or, in other words, fo° 
20 feet behind the sign. This makes 
it no longer necessury for street car 
passengers having to pass between 
parked cars to board the street cars, 
and it will elimifiate the parallel park- 
ing o* buses, whch so often has caused 
congestion. 

Protection is afforded pedestrians 
under a new regulation which provides 
that at all crosswalks controlled by 
traffic officers or traffic devices the 
Crivers of all vehicles making turns 
shall yleld the right of way to pedes- 
trians 

Parking of automobiles to make re- 
pairs in the street is forbidden except 
where the work is of a minor charac- 
ter aad then only in case of emergency. 
This has the effect of obliging a mo- 
torist to do his work either in a 
garage or in an out-of-the-way place 
and not on the street 

Of considerable satisfaction for mo- 
torists generally should be the pro- 
vision which will eliminate parking 
cars s0 close that their drivers find it 
impossible to emerge from the parking 
space. Heretofore there was no penalty 
that could be imposed for this prac- 
tice, but the regulation which carries 
with it a penalty now reads: 

“When parked parallel no vehicle 
shall be aligned within 3 feet from 
another vehicle or vehicles.” 


Arterial Right of Way. 


Qn boulevards or arterial highways 
through traffic is given the absolute 
right of way over vehicles approaching 
on intersecting streets, alleys or drive- 
ways. It is also provided that cars 
about to enter these arteries must come 
to a complete stop where the “stop” 
signs have been posted, and shall not 
proceed to enter or cross the boulevard 
or arterial highway until such entry 
can be made safely without interfering 
with through traffic. 

Further restrictions are placed on 
parking. Commercial vehicles no long- 
er may stand on any public thorough- 
fare in front of any private dwelling or

Newbern said 
that he would consider him so, and 
Healy replied, “well, I’ve never consid- 
ered all the men who have slapped my 
back as friends of mine.”

A. Beasley, of New York and Washing- 
ton, of the Alabama Power Co., had 
distributed to hundreds of thousands 
of persons in thirteen Southern States 
a booklet and circular letter urging 
support of the Southern Power Co.'s 
Muscle Shoals bid. 

During the past six months, Newbern 
testified, Tennessee newspapers had 
published 21,246 column inches of his 
power publicity, which attacked Gov- 
ernment ownership and construction of 
Boulder Dam and the acquisition by 
any concern or group of Muscle Shoais 
other than the Associated Power Com- 
panies. One of his news releases de- 
clared that the fight in Congress over 
Muscle Shoals was “silly.” 


Football Coach Press Agent,

STRICT ENFORCEMENT STAND

ing here for the purpose of not only 
writing a law-enforcement plank, but 
one commending the eighteenth 
amendment and the present Vclstead 
act. And they are coming with fire in 
their eyes. There seems to be no 
doubt of this. But unfortunately for 
them they have virtually their full 
strength with them. Disconcerting to 
their plans is the attitude of Senator 
Pat Harrison, of Mississippi, and Rep- 
resentative Cordell Hull, of Tennessee. 
They want harmony and so do the 
Smith people. 

And to this end the feeling is grow- 
ing, with plenty of facts to warrant 
it, that Tammany is in full accord with 
such party influences as Harrison that 
“the Democrats may well write a plank 
just as strong as did the Republicans. 
Gov. Smith, it is pointed out, could 
easily run on the Republican pank; 
has stood for the principle embodied 
in it all of his official life. Now, since 
the Republicans have sought to get 
tricky, as the Democrats see it, by 
writing nothing more than a law en- 
forcement plank, but one that because 
it specifically mentions the eighteenth 
amendment is being hailed by lots of 

ople as a “dry” plank, there are in- 

uences among the Democrats who 
want to see a similar if not stronger 
enforcement plank adopted here. And 
the indications are that.these influ- 
ences will prevail in the end. 

Such a plank accepted by the New 
York governor, if not actually spon- 
gored by him would go far, it is point- 
ed out, toward rendering ineffective 
the nullificationist cry which the Re- 
Publicans plan to aim at him. 

George W. Olvaney, chief of Tam- 
many, told newspaper men upon his 
arrival today that Tammany had no 
modification plank to offer at this.time 
and as to whether the “delegation” 
might decide Monday to offer one he 
did not know. The judge was simply 
parrying questions with the newspaper 
men in his affable way. 

It may be that a modification plank 
ewill be offered as a defensive weapon 
against the die-hard drys, but it will 
be only a gesture, it is authoritatively 
learned, and after that there is every 
indication that Tammany will be will- 
ing to go as far as any one in speaking 
for law enforcement. As one influential 
member of the Tammany camp put it 
today: “Is there any good reason why 
we should not single out any law that 
seems to be a particular hobby of the 
majority of the party and agree to en- 
force it? We are for the enforcement 
of all laws, so if it will give any satis- 
faction to reaffirm this attitude toward 
the eighteenth amendment why should 
That is the program that 
is shaping up here, and one that it is 
not believed the Simmons-George die- 
hards will be able to combat.

But Gov. Moody, of Texas, is to ad- 
dress the gathering.

in fact, depending strongly on the 
governor to lead them, and those who 
know conditions in this State say he 
has let himself in for a dickens of a 
time. 

But all of this is outside the con- 
vention hall. Mrs. Nicholson has noth- 
ing to do with the convention and 
neither have any of her ‘assistants al- 
though at the breakfast Mrs. William 
Atherton Dupuy, of Washington is to 
“nominate” her for Vice President. So 
Mrs. Nicholson’s name is appearing fre- 
quently in the local newspapers.

Capital Traction Income Less, 


The report of opérations of the Capl- 
tal Traction Co. for May was filed 
with the Public Utilities Commission 
yesterday and revealed a slight drop 
in net income when compared with 
the corresponding month last year. 
Net this year was $67,728.27, as against 
$73,248.36 in May, 1927, a decline of 
$5,520.09. 

Operating revenues in May totaled 
$386,038.63, compared with $391,344.19 
in May last year, while operating ex- 
penses and taxes reached a total of 
$291,457.38, compared with the higher 
figure of $291,764.30 in May last year. 

Accounting for the slight falling off 
in net income was the falling off in the 
number of revenue passengers ¢rans- 
p@ted in May, the total being 5,197,016, 
while pay passengers carrie@ in May, 
1927, totaled 5,334,985, the difference 
being 137,969 passengers in favor of 
May a year ago. 

Net earnings for the first five months 
of the current year amounted to $309,- 
999.73, compared with a net income in 
the corresponding months last year of 
$329,277.05. 

Operating revenues for the five month 
period are shown as $1,889,950.50, while 
in the corresponding period in 1927 
they were $1,922,004.22. Operating ex- 
penses and taxes reached $1,447,143.49 
for the current five months, while the 
figure a year ago was $1,464,218 99. 

Revenue passengers carried during 
the first five months of this year 
totaled 25,508,904, which is 732,075 
fewer pay passengers than were carried 
in the corresponding period in 1927.

PEAGE MERIT SYSTEM 
EOTABLISHED IN ARMY 


Written or Verbal Recognition 
Ordered in New Rule’by 
secretary Davis. 


LIBERAL PRAISE IS URGED 


The Army will see that every member 
who does an exceptionally good deed is 
rewarded, even if only by verbal praise. 
Inauguration of the practice of written 
or verbal commendation was announced 
by the War Department yesterday as its 
newest recognition for meritorious serv- 
ice in peace. 

Being aware of the need of recogniz- 
ing performance of duty above the ordi- 
nary and the fact that there should be 
& system of rewards as well as punish- 
ments, Secretary of War Davis has di- 
rected issue of new regulations extend- 
ing the scope of commendations for ex- 
ceptionally meritorious conduct. 

The first such recognition, depart- 
ment officials explained, was given by 
Gen. George Washington, who in the 
early part of the Revolutionary War es- 
tablished the order of military merit, 
and the next decoration authorized was 
the certificate of merit, originating in 
the Mexican War and being used until 
1918, when it was superseded by the 
distinguished service medal. 

The medal of honor established dur- 
ing the Civil War was the next decora- 
tion authorized, and hag become the 
Army’s highest award. During the 
World “War the distinguished service 
cross, distinguished service medal and 
citation star were added. 

All of these, however, were for gal- 
lantry in battle, except the distin- 
guished service medal limited for meri- 
torlous service in positions of great re- 
sponsibility, and until recently no pro- 
vision was made for recognition of ex- 
ceptional conduct in time of peace. 

To fill this the distinguished flying 
cross was authorized in 1927 for heroism 
and achievement in flight and the sol- 
diers’ medal was established the same 
year for heroism not involving conflict 
with the enemy. 

To extend further the system of 
peace-time recognition of meritorious 
service and conduct which might not 
be of such character as to justify the 
flying or soldiers’ medal, new regula- 
tions direct commanding officers to rec- 
ognize acts or service above the ordi- 
nary by written commendation ampli- 
fled by such public announcements as 
circumstances warrant. 

Where the act or service does not 
warrant written commendation, oppor- 
tunity will be taken by commanders to 
give “verbal commendation. They are 
enjoined further to use liberality in 
bestowal of both written and verbal 
commendation. 


HOAGE TO ADMINISTER 
COMPENSATION LAW 


Chief Statistician of Federal 
Board Is Appointed Dep- 


uty Commissioner. 


Robert J. Hoage, chief statistician of 
of the United States Employes Compen- 
sation commission, has been appointed 
as its deputy commissioner to admin- 
ister the District’s new workmen's com- 
pensation law which goes into effect 
July i, it was announced yesterday. 
The commission headquarters will be 
moved from the Interior Building to 
the fourth floor of the Investment 
Bullding at Fifteenth and K streets 
northwest next week. 

Hoage has been chief statistician 
nine years, has had extensive experience 
in operation of workmen’s compensa- 
tion laws on the Pacific Coast, was 
statistician for the State Industrial 
Commission of Washington in 1913, 
and was connected with work under 
the compensation laws of Washington 
and Oregon for eight years. 

He came to this city in 1919. Com-

Would Have Havenner Make 
Department Schedule; City 
Heads Stirred.

The citizens advisory council, which 
has heretofore held publicly its meet- 
ings to consider the preliminary de- 
partmental estimates for the District 
budget, departed from that policy and 
Thursday evening held its first session 
or the 1930 budget after a hasty call 
snd without a public announcement or 
notice to the newspapers. Despite the 
fact that it had not yet seen the 1930 
departmental estimates, the council at 
that meeting concurred in a suggestion 
by George R. Wales that a tentative total 
of $40,000,000 be adopted as the coun- 
cil’s recommendation for a total for the 
budget. 

Maj. Daniel J. Donovan, District audi- 


tor, yesterday submitted to James G. 


Yaden, chairman of the council, a tab- 
ulation of the estimates, which total 
$46,538,082. These estimates are $2.- 


500,000 lower than the preliminary esti- 
mates submitted by department heads 


® year ago for the 1929 budget. 


Of this apparent cconomy, $2,000,000 


is accounted for by the fact that the 
Board of Education changed its five- 


year building program into a six-year 


program, and divided what was to have 
been the final year of building program 
estimates in two, half to be asked for 
for 1930 and the remainder for 1931. 


Yaden Seeks New Policy. 


At its secret session the council also 
listened to a declaration by Yaden that 
may involve that body in a difficulty 
with the Commissioners. 

It was that George C. Havenner, 
former member of the council and an 
attache of the Eureau of Efficiency, 
would be asked by Yaden to prepare a 
schedule of recommended appropria- 
tions for the various departments of the 
District Government, to make up the 
$40,000,000 total, and to be. the basis 
for the detailed consideration of the 
budget by the council. 

The commissioners were nearly at the 
point of refusing to submit the local 
estimates to the council this year, it is 
said, because of the grilling given de- 
partment heads by Aavenner at meet- 
ings of the council last year. 

It is believed that one of the cir- 
cumstances that caused the commis- 
sioners to decide in favor of submitting 
the estimates to the council this year 
was that Havenner is no longer a mem- 
ber. 

n its consideration of the budget 
last year the council asked the heads of 
municipal departments to appear to 
defend their estimates. 

Havenner, following a precedent es- 
tablished the first year of the council's 
existence, was master of ceremonies. 
He did not preside, but he studied the 
estimates and did most of the question- 
ing of department heads. 


Resented by Commissioners, 


One of the clashes most bitterly re- 
sented by the Commissioners and other 
District officials took place when J. 5, 
Garland, superintendent of the water 
system, appeared. Havenner asked him 
why he did not include in his esti- 
mates a request for an appropriation 
to lay a water main in Alabama avenue 
southeast, in the section of the city in 
which Havenner lives. 

Havenner pressed Garland for an ex- 
planation so aggressively that other 
members of the council demurred, and 
some District department heads who 
had not theretofore been heard refused 
to appear before the council. 

One of those who complained most 
earnestly of Havenner’s tactics was 
Commissioner Proctor L. Dougherty, 
who himself had been a member of the 
council the preceding year. 


Officials Thoroughly Aroused. 


It has been stated in the District 
Building that, as a result of the grill- 
ing of department heads last year, none 
will appear before the council this year. 

What effect it will have on the rela- 
tions between the council and the Fed- 
eration of Citizens Associations, on 
one hand, and the Commissioners, on 
the other, if, in view of these circum- 
stances, the council delegates a con- 
siderable part of its budget duties to 
Havenner, who is not now a member, 
wat a matter of speculation in the Dis- 
trict Building yesterday, when District 
officials learned of the secret council 
meeting and what transpired there. 
Havenner is a candidate for president 
of the federation at the expiration of 
Yaden’s term in November.
